Mrs. Young her- 
self refused yesterday afternoon to discuss 
the report of her contemplated resignatién.

“ Tanswered him that I thought it was very 
poor policy for the president to make such 
a speech and that if he wanted to have a Re- 
publican majority in the next congress they 
must change their policy and support the 
business men and manufacturers Who won 
for them last year all over this nation. 

“I sincerely trust you will continue to fire 

a few more bombs into their ranks such as 
you have fired, and I am very proud to learn 
that our legislative committee will call on 
the president just as soon as he returns and 
request him to keep out of his message to 
congress any recommendations to help the 
leaders of the American Federation of Labor 
in the policies they are mapping out for the 
coming winter. 

Repl Kirby wrote that he hoped Presi- 
dent Taft would see his article and the politi- 
cians as well: 

“ They will be better prepared for the in- 
iquities that are to come if they get a few 
expressions from us as to what we think of 
Taft's ‘ battledore and shuttlecock policy.“ 
he wrote. 


Got Letter from e e 

When the first cry of protest against the 
Payne-Aldrich bill went up Henry C. Lou- 
densiager of New Jersey, who had been 
scolded severely by Mulhall for his failure 
to grant certain favors, wrote Kirby:

Wrote of Gardner Talk. 

A letter President Kirby in December, 1908, 
tells of an interesting interview which Mul- 
hall claims to have had with Representative 
John J. Gardner of New Jersey, chairman of 
the labor committee. 

Gardner, it will be remembered, promised 
to “be good” and rot to push any labor 
bills after the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers and the Republiacn bosses in 
New Jersey had combined against him and 
threatened him with defeat. At the com- 
menocement of the first regular session of the 
new congréss, however, Gardner again in- 
troduced his eight hour bill. 

Mulhall went around to call him to a- 
ccunt.. He told Gardner that he (Mulhall) 
had done his dest to have Gardner trans- 
ferred from the labor committee to post- 
offices and postroads, but that Cannon had 
turned down his request. 

He also reminded Gardner that he was in 
the new congress on sufferance and could not 
return if the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers should oppose him. Gardner said 
that he had been asked to reintroduce his 
éight hour bill by a labor delegation and 
had done so because Sulzer of New York 
was planning such a bill and it would be 
easier to pigeonhole one of his own bills 
than one of Sulser's.

Concluding this letter, Mulhall wrote

‘Treaty May Be Signed by the Bulgars 


Next Week; Powers Eye Turks. 


LONDON. July 23.—The prospects for 


peace gmong the Balkan states were much 


improved today, the king of Roumania using 


his influence toward general conciliation. 
Difficulty, however, is expected from the ex- 
treme attitude of Greece in claiming posees- 
sion of Kavala * Drama, as well as Sa- 
loniki. 

Roumania Seeks Peace. 


SOFIA, July 28.— Replying to a third tele- 
gram from King Ferdinand of Bulgaria, 


King Charles of Roumania announces that 


he has inetructed his govermennt to pro- 
pose to Servia and Greece an immediate ces- 
sation of hostilities pending formal signa- 
ture of an armistice. Roumania has further 
agreed not to interfere with railway or tele- 


graphic communication with northern Bul- | 


garia. 

The conciliatory disposition displayed by 
Roumania in the last few days is tending to 
mitigate the resentment felt ät the Rou- 
manian invasion. 


Servia and Greece Agree. 

King Ferdinand’s action was followed by 
an agreement between Servia and Greece that 
peace negotiations with Bulgaria should take 
place in Bucharest. An armistice is being 
arranged in Nish and will probably be con- 
cluded within a couple of days. 

Greece insists that the armistice and the 
agreement for peace negotiations be signed 
simultaneously. 

The Russian emperor has sant a message 
to King Ferdinand in to Bulgaria's 
appeal to Russia to end the war, expressing 
sympathy with Bulgaria’s misfortunes and 
joy at the prospect of peace, adding, how- 
ever, that the Bulgarians must be prepared 
to make sacrifices. 


Roumania Spurns Turks. 

Roumania has refused Turkey's request to 
participate in the peace conference. The pow- 
ers have consented to this arrangement. 

It is reported that the powers have assured 
Bulgaria that it is needless for her to occupy 
herself with Turkey’s éruption in Thrace, as 
they will deal with it themselves. 

The Servians resumed their attacks Tues- 
day to the northwest of Kustendil and in a 
series of desperate engagements were re- 
pulsed. 

Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U. 8. A., re- 
tired, has made an appeal to the American 
Red Cross for funds for Macedonian ref- 
ugees. 


Turks Get Welcome? 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 23.—An official 
communication giving detaile of the reoccu- 
pation of Kirk Kilisseh by the Turkish troops | 
was issued by the Ottoman government today 
to counterbalance the Bulgarian allegations 
as to atrocities committed by the Turks. 

It gives a picturesque account of how the 
inhabitants of Kirk Kilisseh welcomed the 
Moslem army. It says: 

“ Their emotion was indescribable and flow- 
ers were showered from the windows on the 
Ottoman troops by women weeping from hap- 
piness. 


ASK SULZER’S AID. 

Albany, N. T., July 23:—Gov. Sulzer today 
made public a cablegram received from the 
president of the “ Professional Corporations 
of Saloniki.“ which, after reviewing a reso- 
lution of protest against Bulgarian crimes 
officially proved, such as murders, massacres 
of thousands of men, old men, women, and 
children, and the burning of villages in 
Macedonia and Thrace,’’ declares: 

“The league invokes your serious con- 
sideration of this matter, whether it is not 
your judgment, in view of the revelations 
made, that the miserable Bulgarians should 
have in the future no right to organize them- 
selves into a military body, and whether 
they should not be put under the protect- 
orate of civilized foreigners who could grad- 
ually educate and civilize them.“

Martial Law Declared. 

“The declaration of martial law here 
shows that the northern government admits 
its desparate position. This synchronizes 
with the creation of a complete confederate 
government at Nanking. Parliament has 
not yet been dissolved, but it is unlikely that 
it will survive a week. 

“The principal newspaper organ of the 
Kwo Ming Tang party has been suppressed. 

The war news is baffling, but foreign mili- 
tary experts now believe the southerners are 
m far greater strength than has been sup- 
posed. They are pursuing aggressive tac- 
tics everywhere. 

It is important to note that the southern 
provinces which have not seceded are only 
held in check temporarily because the 
tutuhs [military governors] are Yuan Shi 
Kai's nominees.” 


Government Not Alarmed? 

PEKING, July 24.—The government pro- 
fesses to view the revolutionary movement 
in the south without alarm. 

The southern troops from Nanking, known 
as the Punish Yuan” expedition, have suf- 
fered a fresh reverse and retreated from 
Suchowfu and taken up a strong position at 
Linwaikawan, in the adjoining province of 
Anhwei, where the Tien-Tsin and Nanking 
railway crosses the Hwal river, to await 
the arrival of the Canton expedition, which 
is expected to land 15,000 troops at Pukow. 

The government deciares that the navy will 
sink every ship engaged in transporting the 
Canton expedition if ever it starts. 

A manifesto has been issued stripping 
Gen. Chen Chi-Mei, ex-minister of commerce, 
and Gen. Huang-Sing, former generalissimo 
of the revolutionary army and now com- 
mander of the southern army, of their ranks 
and orders, offering a reward to any of their 
followers who arrest of kill them and a par- 
don to all rebels who surrender except the 
leaders. — 


Arsenal Attack Repulsed. 

SHANGHAI, July 24.—Southerm rebels, re- 
ported to number 10,000, attacked Kiangnan 
arsenal at 8 o'clock Wednesday morning. 

The defenders, not exceeding 2000, were 
strongly intrenched, and, assisted by the 
navy, repelled three separate attacks. 

Another attack was also repulsed at 1 
o'clock Thursday morning, the southerners 
being unabie to gainany ground. 

Some reports say that only 8,000 south- 
erners were engaged in the attacks, but their 
casualties largely exceed the original esti- 
mate. Many of the killed were civilians. 

Reports are current that Japanese were 
fighting in the southern ranks. 

The latest estimates place the casualties at

French Concession Struck. 

Many shells from the arsenal fell into the 
French concession, damaging the houses, and 
much damage was done to the Chinese city.

Wives of Aliens Apply for Citizenship 
“First Papers.“ 


County Judge John E. Owens yesterday 
decided women are eligible to vote in the 
election of July 31 fdr the creation of a 
park district known as River Forest. This 
will afford the women of River Forest vil- 
lage the opportunity of being the first to 
cast ballots in Cook tounty under the gew 
‘suffrage law. 

Five commissioners are to be elected 
at the same time if the proposition is carried. 
ial ballot boxes and special ballots will 
be provided for the women under the court's 
order. 

Judge Owens in handing down his decision 
said he thought the language of the suffrage 
low was abroad enough to cover the question 
of the organization of a park district and 
the election of park commissioners. 

A petition of the male voters of River 
Forest had contested the eligibility of the 
women to vote in the election 


Women Take Out First Papers.“ 

Members of foreign women’s clubs filed 
into the offices of the Circuit court clerk all 
during the day seeking their first papers, 
which will lead to their naturalization in two 
years, Many were disappointed when they 
failed to receive the papers because unable 
to answer certain legal questions satisfac- 
torily. 

Mrs. Adela Macukitis of 3071 Parnell ave- 
nue, president of the Lithuanian Women's 
Culture club, was among the first to apply 
for papers by which she may vote. Miss 
Fausta Bonfeti of 940 West Madison street, 
who is a representative of the United Chari- 
ties. brought in a group of members of the 
Italian Woman's Suffrage club. The women 
were informed the law provides that a wife 
may not take out naturalization papers until 
her husband has first become a citizen. Dis- 
appointed, the women armed themselves 
with loads of literature pertaining to citi- 
zenship and left determined to Influence their 
husbande at once to become citizens. 


Accompany Aliens to Court. 

Mrs. Frank Jerome, head resident of the 
Fellowship House Women's club of 833 West 
Thirty-third place, and Mrs. Frances Tem- 
ple of the Woman's City club accompanied 
the members of the foreign women's clubs 
to the-clerk’s office. 

It is through the settlement workers 
that foreign women are becoming interested 
in their new right to vote, said Mra. Tem- 
ple. “ Their visit today in quest of informa- 
tion is indicative of a real civic spirit among 
the foreign born women, who are rapidly 
assimilating American Ideas. 

Mrs Esther Falkenstein is of the opinion 
that foreign born women will stir up their 
husbands to the needs of citizenship, and 
thereby almost double the regular average 
vote at the spring elections. 

Will Spur Men to Duty. 

“Do you think for one instant,” she said, 
‘all these men who have neglected to vote 
are going to sit back and see their wives go 
to the polls, exercising a right they never 
cared to exercise? No, they will at first be 
ashamed, and then they will show much more 
interest in elections than they ever did be- 
fore. Every woman who has taken ad- 
vantage of my settlement is going to vote 
whetheir her husband does or not.“

Calumet, Mich., Shaft Captain 


Felled by Stone; Two 
Others Attacked. 


TWENTY PITS TIED UP. 


Operators May Refuse to Recog- 
nize Union; Long Strug-

gle Feared. 

Calumet, Mich,, J uly 23.—The general strike 
ef copper miners called here today developed 
its first violence tonight when Capt. Thomas 
Matthews of No. 4 shaft of the 
met and. Hecla mine waa felled by a stone 
hurled by an unidentified striker. His con- 
ditions is not serious. Two veteran employés 
working as sprinklers also were attacked, 
but escaped injury. More than 10,000 men 
are said to be on strike. 

Twenty mines in this and neighboring 
counties have been closed. Only from a 
fifth to a quarter of the miners belong to 
the Western Federation of Miners, which 
called the strike, but it has been found im- 
possible to work the properties with these 
men out. 


Tieup at Mines Complete. 

The tieup of Calumet and Hecla ls complete. 
Groups of strikers assembled about each 
shaft of the various mines today, but re- 
mained peaceful. Many of the surface men 
and mine captains of Calumet and Hecla have 
been deputized as pace officers. 

The men demand recognition of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners, an eight hour day, 
abolition of the one man drill, and better 
working conditions. 

The mining companies seem determined 
not to treat with the federation and are pre- 
pared for a long period of idleness... The rec- 
ognition of the union is the principal issue. 

The mines shut down are the Calumet and 
Hecla, Tamarack, Osceola, Wolverine, Cen- 
tennial, Mohawk, Ahmeek, Chanipion, Bal- 
tic, Quincy, Isle Royale, Superior, Franklin, 
La Salle, and various development proper- 

ties. a 
Refuse Railroad Concessions. 

New York, July 23.—Efforts of the federal 
mediators under the Newlands act to have 
the eastern railroads and their 80,000 train- 
men and conductors reach an arbitration un- 
derstanding resulted today in concessions 
on the part of the roads, according to unoffi- 
cial statements. The concessions were not 
sufficient to satisfy the men, however, and 
the deadlock remained unbroken. 

The mediators continued to express hopes 
of clearing up the situation within a few 
days. : 

Conferences tomorrow probably will take 
the form of a joint meeting attended by 
mediators, railroad representatives, and 
men when the managers will be asked to 
agree to arbitration of their grievances after 
the wage dispute has been settled. 


COMPANY RIPS OUT PHONE, 
BUT QUICKLY RESTORES IT. 


Reprerentative Insists on Right to Re- 
move Instrument if Druggist Allows 
Automatic on Premises. 


The Chicago Telephoneeompany yesterday 
apparently changed its mind about druggists 
who have its telephones being merely its 
agents. At any rate, it has restored to Ran- 
kin & White's store at 3558 State street the 
telephone that was torn out there on that 
theory. 

The matter was brought to the attention of 
the city council committee on telephones hy 
one of thealdermen. A representative of the 
company made the remarkable defense that 
the phone had been ripped out because the 
druggists had permitted the installation of 
@n automatic telephone. 

He took the position that the druggists were 
merely the Chicago Telephone company’s 
agents, and that when they permitted a com- 
petitor to put a phone in the drug store that 
act authorized the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany to take its machine out.

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but the prospect of getting a new job between 
them and destitution. 

In attempting to secure the best distribution 
of incoming aliens—to get the right man 
prompthy on the job he is best fitted to fill— 
the division of infgrmation keeps in touch 
with emp)oyers of farm labor and of unskilled 
labor all over the country. It investigates 
each application and makes sure<that the 
wages paid are fair and the working condl- 
tions decent. It also insists on being informed 
as to the probable curation of the work 
offered. 

It is thus in a position to promaptiy: refer 
newly arrived immigrants to positions for 
which their previous training fits them. 
Though the division has been in existence but 
five or six years and has never been given 
much of a chance to grow, it has placed a 
great many thousand immigrants, and out of 
them all it has had but a few trifling com- 
plaints. 


Hope to Regulate Agencies. 

It is the hope of the division that sooner or 
later all employment or labor agencies such 
as at présent exploit the immigrant shall be 
put under its general super vision. At the last 
session of congress a bill was introduced pro- 
viding that every private employment agency 
hiring ailen’ or sending immigrants from one 
state to another should be compelled to take 
out a Hcense from the @ivision of information. 

The license fee was fixed at $100 yearlyiand 
a bond of $1,000 was provided to be filed with 
the application fora license. This bond was 
to be forfeited if the agency making it was 
proved to have swindled or deceived its im- 
migrant patrons. Noaction was taken on the 
bill at the last session, but it will: be intro- 
duced again and its passage is hoped for. 

When the Chicago office of the information 
division is open it expects to keep in close 
touch with labor opportunities, especially 
throughout the northwest and southwest. In 
that. way it/ will e able to refer gangs of 
workmen who have finished with a job at 
some point remote from Chicago to other 
opportunities near them, thus making it un- 
necessary for them to travel back to the city 
and pay a second fee for another job.

Anthony N. Brady was born in Lilk, 
France, and came to this country with his 
parents when a child of less than five years. 
At fifteen he was obliged to quit school and 
to start out to earn his own way in the world. 
He started as caghier in a hotel barber shop 
in Albany and ended his career as a recog- 
nized power in the world of finance. 

His first large accumulation of money was 
gained through a chain of tea stores, which 
he established soon after reaching his ma- 
jority. From tea he turned to contracting 
and he meantime became prominent in Dem- 
ocratic politics. He became interested in 


gas and with others he purchased gas plants 
at Troy and Albany, and Chicago. 

He took up extensive holdings also in vari- 
ous New York City corporations, 

The extent of Mr. Brady's fortune ts un- 
known, but an estimate places it at $25,- 
000,000 and probably more.“

In rebuttal Attorney Deneen had read into 
the record letters from two voting machine 
companies protesting against the short time 
permitted for doing business and asking for 
an extension. Dr. Taylor testified the time 
had been extended for four days and again 
for four days and that the actual period 
aggregated thirty-three days for the filing 
of bids. 

Attorney Deneen also had read a list of 
thirty voting machine makers to whom the 
proposals for bids had been sent. Commis- 
sioner Taylor testified he had not heard of 
at least one-half of the companies which 
might have been prospective bidders. 


Says Czarnecki Took Part. 


To the second series of questions the com- 
missioner testified he believed Commissioner 
Czarnecki had been a party to conferences of 
the commissioners prior to the adoption of 
the specifications. He would not say the 
subject had been considered in any official 
meeting of the board. He would not say he 
remembered any occasion upon which Czar- 
neecki had been present. He cited the fact 
that Czarnecki's name was signed to the ad- 
vertisement for bids. 

To the third series of questions Commis- 
sioner Taylor answered generally that he 
thought the field limited to not more than 
four companies and two of these, he said, he 
believed to be unable to answer the mechani- 
cal requirements of furnishing the requisite 
number of machines. The reason he gave for 
this situation was that there had been a 
gradual process of elimination of machines 
ever since the subject of voting machines 
had been broached in Chicago. 


Admits Urging Immediate Action, 


To the fourth series the witness admitted 
he had made the motions in the board to 
“file” the protests which had been re- 
ceived, the record having shown that he had 
moved for immediate action without delay.

He accepted the dare” of 
Attorney McEwen, after the latter’s con- 
férence with Commissioners Kellermann and 
Taylor, Chief Clerk Stuart, and Attorney 
Mitchell, to try to manipulate the Bmpire 
machine on exhibition before the Butts com- 
mittee, The test Will take place later in 
the proceedings. 


VOTE FUGITIVES ROIL NORTHUP. 

Special State’s Attorney John E. Northup 
is growing impatient at the failure of Charles 
Baranov and David Rose, two of the four 
men indicted on election fraud charges, to 
return to Chicago. If they do not surrender 
within the next forty-eight hours he promises 
somebody will suffer. 

“The men responsible for Baranov and 
Rose leaving the jurisdiction of the Chicago 
courts may find themselves in hot water if 
they do not advise the fugitives to come back 
and at once,“ said Mr. Northup. 


Suspects Fugitives Were Advised. 

The prosecutor would not reveal the identity 
of those under suspicion of having urged 
Baranov and Rose to flee. He said, however, 
he would not experience any difficulty in lay- 
ing hands on them in the event the indicted 
men do not hasten to surrender. 

Baranov is reported to be in Michigan, 
where he is said to have fled upon learning 
he had been indicted. The grand jury is 
said to be in possession of information re- 
specting Baranov’s actions when news of the 
indictment reached him, also as to those he 
consulted before hastily departing from the 
city. 

Many Witnesses Examined. 

More than 100 witnesses were examined 
before the special grand jury during the 
day by Assistant Special State’g Attorney 
Leroy Fairbank. Subpcenas for 290 more 
were served on witnesses, who will be quizzed 
today.

AUTO SLAYERS WEEP ON STAND 


Men Accused of Murdering. P. J. 
Condon Deny Intent to Kill. 


AUTO TRUCK SLAYS MAN. 


Unidentified Person Strack by Heavy 
Machine; Dies Soon Afterward. 


The trial of Fred Hrodek and Fred Cordes, 
charged with murdering Patrick J. Condon

Officials Said to Have Acted in Collu- 
sien with “Arsen Trust.’’

Instructed How Much to Tell. 

The state's attorney is authority for the 
statement that evidence has been uncovered 
indicating agents of the public insurance ad- 
justers had instructed Dreyfus just how 
much to confess to when he made his con- 
fession about the incendiary origin of the fire 
in his place. After the confession Dreyfus is 
said to have ended his life. 

An investigation also is being made into 
the charge that certain police officials acted 
in collusion with the incendiaries and kept 
the fugitive Korshak informed as to the 
efforts of other detectives to catch him.

Representative Bulkeley of Ohio indicated 
a desire to reopen the discussion of all of the 
principles underlying the administratior bill. 
Representative Bulkeley gave notice that he 
was not yet prepared to deelde his position in 
relation to the policy of placing the entire 
bank system of the country in the hands of a 
government controlled board as proposed by 
the Glass bill, and asked that the question of 
the powers and makeup of the proposed fed- 


‘eral reserve board be again opemed up for 
| general discussion. 


Crosses President's Desires. 

This is a basic point in the administration 
bill and one which President Wilson has 
championed in no uncertain way. 

In addition to threatening an intermina- 
ble discussion of the measure which Chair- 
man Glass and President Wilson are en- 
Geavoring to hurry along, the committee 
“insurgents” today succeeded in forcing into 
the bill, tentatively at least, the much dis- 
cussed and once rejected scheme for pro- 
hibiting interlocking directorates in the 
banks to be included in the proposed federal 
reserve system. 

The conference again reconsidered its 
act a in regard to the term of maturity of 
comercial paper rediscountable by the re- 
terve banks, and placed the term at sixty 
Guys instead of forty-five. 

During the discussion of the powers of the 
av deral reserve board the conference adopted 
an amendment to the paragraph authorizing 
the board to require or permit a reserve 
bank to rediscount the paper of any other 
federal reserve bank. 


Senate Tariff Vote Drags. 

The senate took its first plunge into the 
intricacies of the Underwood-Simmons tar- 
iff revision bill today. At the end of a day 
of hard work only a few paragraphs of the 
voluminous measure had been completed 
when adjournment was reached tonight. 

On every test vote throughout the day the 
Democratic leaders were upheld, in some 
cases receiving the support of Republicans 
aligned with the progressive element. : 

Tests of strength came upon a number of 
relatively unimportant issues, embraced in 
duties upon chemicals and drugs. The Demo- 
cratic ranks held solidly upon each vote. 

Democratic senators evinced throughout 
the day the determination of the party man- 
agers to hold debate toa minimum.

made from tubercular milk could 

cause tuberculosis. The proof is 
overwhelming and it comes from every part 
of the world. Whether the butter was salt- 
ed or unsalted, fresh or stored, the resuit« 
were the same, 

Some will remember the Asheville story 
of an epidemic of typhoid along a certain 
butter route, back of which was a woman 
nursing her child sick with typhoid and mak- 
ing fresh country butter for a discriminating 
group of city people.

Schroeder, in Milk and Its Relation to 
the Public Health,” says: 

“ Tuberculosis among dairy cows is so 
common and widespread that we cannot 
hope to clean all dairy perds for some time to 
come; hence it is necessary for the protec- 
tion of health to avail ourselves of the one 
expedient which is immediately at hand, 
and that is pasteurization, and pasteuriza- 
tion should not be restricted to milk, but 
must be extended to all dairy products.”

Butter was made of raw milk and of milk 
pasteurized at temperatures ranging from 
140 te almost 200, almost up to boiling. 
The butter was tested in many different 
ways. Some of it was submitted to butter 
experts, one of whom was Mr. Newman, as- 
sistant food commissioner of Illinois. 

The opinion of these experts was that 
butter made from pasteurized milk, in addl- 
tion to being safe, was the better butter. 
The temperatures which gave the best but- 
ter were 155 to 180. Over 180, the butter 
tasted scorched. Under 155, the scores were 
not quite so good, 

One reason was that the ferments of the 
milk were not destroyed and these cause’ 
the butter to go off a little after forty cays 
of storage. The ordinary ferments of milk 
are peroxidase, catalase, galactose and lip 
ase. There are men who think that milk 
should not be heated enough to destroy 
these. These butter tests showed that the 


enough to destroy them. 

Peroxidase is killed at about 170, catalase 
at 168, galactose was weakened materially 
at 160, but was still presént at 200; lipase 
disappeared at about 160. 


— 

The conclusion of Dr. Rogers is that held 
pasteurization, 140 for thirty minutes, does 
not make as good butter as flash pasteuriza- 
tion or retarded pasteurization at 165 or 
ever. This is the first time that flash pas- 
teurisers have had an inning. The commis- 
sioners studying fresh milk favor the other 
method. 

Incidentally, the men working on fer- 
ments found the scientific reason for throw. 
ing away the rusty cans. Butter and cheese 
made from milk kept in rusty cans will 
not score up to grade. 

Half the butter is now made from pas- 
teurized milk. It is the safest butter now 
on the market.

Our minister, Maurice Francis Dgan, sa 
of Danish schools; “ When Denmark was 
in despair this wise clergyman, Bishop 
Gruntvig, looked into the future and saw 
that the Danes, to be kept in their country, 
must love it, and in order to love it they 
must be taught to work with cheerfulness on 
its soil. He struck the firet note in the mod- 
ern progress of Denmark—education adapted 
to the souls, hearts, and bodies, not mere in- 
struction. Gruntvig was a poet as well asa 
clergyman. He wrote stirring songs and 
hymns, He knew well the educational value 
ef music. ‘You must use the talents God

‘gave you,’ he said, ‘you must realize the 


value of the life he gave you by educating 
yourselves.’ ” 

The wealth of the Danish farmer is a thing 
inherent in him. It lies in his healthy, ac- 
tive body—trained to useful work. It lies 
in his intimate knowledge of his own affairs 
and in his education havirg been of such 
a nature that he was given to believe that 
to make clovers grow is a work in which one 
may well take honest pride, to which one 
may well give deep, serious thought. He 
has been taught that the cow, marvelous and 
intricate machine that she is, is well worth 
not only his deep study but his constant 
and loving care as well. 

~~ 

Not disdaining any knowledge of books, 
the Danes are nevertheless taught and led to 
see that the things nearest are the things of 
highest value, that the right of man is to 
labor, to think, to sing, to laugh, and to have 
a humble, reverent attitude toward nature 
and the soils, plants, flowers, fruits, and 
animals. With that attitude men will stc- 
ceed, put them anywhere, on a sandbank or 
a peat bog. So it is that the Danes are mak- 
ing farms where were heaths and wastes but 
yesterday. 

Trained by this dual system of the books 
of the school and the plain teaching of out- 
door work the Danish farmer has emerged 
into a nearly ideal rural existence. Egan 
says: There are few farmhouses that have 
not in them a plano or some musical instru- 
ment and everywhere you find upon the walls 
prints of the masterpieces of painting.“ 

The Danish farmer's knowledge of history 
is extensive, he reads modern literature and 
knows what is going on in the United States 
as well as what is happening in Purope. Yet 
he works with his sons and daughters in the 
fields and among the cows and is happy. He 
has been taught the dignity and worth of 
labor and at the same time his mind has been 
stored with the thirigs that make the edu- 
cated man.

Chicago, July 8.—Mr. Willis O. Nance, Alder- 
man Sixth Ward, 82 North State street.—Dear Sir: 
This will acknowledge receipt of your communi- 
cation of July 2, in regard to the complaint made of 
noises in the vicinity of Lake avenue and Forty- 
first street, on our line. 

We have been working earnestly to reduce com- 
plaint in that vicinity so far as our switching 
operations are concerned. I have changed the 
time of our crews doing work at that point three 
different times in the last thirty days, with a view 
toward doing the work at a time when it would 
cause the least inconvenience to the people in that 
vicinity. It is most difficult to handle freight 
trains without making more or less noise, partio- 
ularly over the heavy grades made necessary by 
track elevation. We have greased our rails on 
curves so as to avoid the squeaking complained 
of, and instructed our men to be as careful in 
the performance of their duties as they possibly 
can, to avoid any unnecessary ringing of bells, 
blowing of whistles, or other objectionable fea- 
tures of their work. 

I will investigate your complaint most thor- 
oughly and eee if there le anything further we 
ean do to suppress any unnecessary noises in the 
conduct of our business, as we are anxious to 
meet your views in this matter so far as it is pos- 
sible for us to do and carry on our work.

The detectives took their prisoners to the 
Chicago avenue station, where they were 
locked up. Their description tallies with that 
given by Miss Markham and Cleary. 

Jenner, until last Saturday, had been living 
at 640 North State street, in a room he shared 
with a man named Ogden. On Saturday 
Ogden told the landlady that Jenner had no 
money and that he; Ogden, didn’t want him 
there. Jenner left.

Buy one yard of figured cretonne, which 
costs 25 or 30 cents a yard. Cretonne is a yard 
wide. Measure twenty-seven inches on the 
width of the goods and tear off the nine inches, 
which leaves a long, narrow strip 9x%6, which 
can be used later. Bind three sides of the large 
piece of cretonne, which is now 27x36 inches, 
with white bias lawn tape. This tape comes 
six yards for 5 cents. On the unbound side 
turn a hem large enough to slip a piece of 
broom handle in. Cut broom handle twenty- 
seven inches long. Roll up the finished article. 
Tack a ribbon in the middle of flap end of the 
roll and this is brought around the roll and tied 
in a bow. This case keeps the doilies smooth 
and will easily sell for 50 or 75 cents.

Pays $150,000 for Triptych“ 
[BY CABLE TO THE GHICAGO TRIBUNE,] 

PARIS, July 23.—The Louvre bought on 
Tuesday Roger Van der Weyden's “ Triptych,” 
from the Duke of Westminster's collection. It 
is learned from an authoritative source that 
the price paid was in the neighborhood of 
$150,000. Information as to the exact figures 
has been refused until ratification of the pur- 
chase is made by the minister of fine arts. 

The price astonishes only those who are 
ignorant of the great increase in the Value of 
Flemish masterpieces. The “Triptych” was 
painted by Van der Weyden late in life. It ts 
among his finest works, and has been admir- 
ably preserved, It contains five semi-nude 
figures. 

The Gil Blas says that a fortnight ago the 
“Triptych” was still hanging on the walls in 
the home of Lady Theodora Guest, daughter of 
the Duke of Westminster, who inherited it. 

The Louvre does not possess a Van der Wey- 
den, but it has two which are attributed to 
him. They are excellent examples of the 
Flemish school, but are, not Van der Weyden's. 

The late J. P. Morgan paid $100,000 for Van 
der Weyden’s “Annunciation,” from the Kan 
collection. Edward Speyer paid $60,000 for 
simply a man's head.

Saving Gas and Labor. 


I have read with interest the different meth- 
ods of reducing the cost of living. There are 
my husband and myself and we have found it 
necessary to economize, yet we have lived well 
—at least, have always had good, plain, whole- 
some food. For instance, on Sundays we usually 
have roast veal, pork, or meat loaf, and occa- 
sionally chicken. When we have a roast we 
have baked potatoes, and sometimes I make a 
pie or cake so as to economize on gas. We 
have no cooked vegetables that meal, but have 
head lettuce or celery. We always have plenty 
of the meat left for three or four meals, and 1 
warm it up in different ways. When I cook 
vegetables I use a steamer and cook the pota- 
toes over the vegetable, and always cook 
enough for two meals, which is an economy of 
gas and labor for me. Mrs. C.

Family, Butter Dish. 


I have a family of six, and one pound of 
butter for table use only laste a week. It 
used to be three pounds. I have a small oval 
mold about the size of a thimble, and after 
the butter is sufficiently soft for molding I 
make up enough molds every morning to last 
the day. During the cool weather I lay one 
on a butter chip at each place at the table 
when I start the meal, for there is a great 
deal of economy in having butter sufficiently 
soft to spread nicely, If butter is hard it is 
usually put on bread in little chunks, is not 
half as palatable, and the supply is exhausted 
twice as fast. It is quite natural and health- 
ful for one to cohform to the supply of the 
individual butter mold at his plate; it looks 
tasteful, is easily ‘manipulated, and is a great 
saving over the old fashioned butter wasting 
method of the family butter dish hard from 
the ice.

one I copied, and which I hope they will like: 
Rose necklaces were à la mode in grandmother's 
day, and the seventeenth century belles con- 
trived to steal time from their samplers to 
make ornaments for their pretty throats. For 
these necklaces the most fragrant roses in the 
garden were gathered and were pounded in »s 
mortar until reduced to a pulp. The pulp was 
then cooked slowly in a kettle until it reached 
the consistency of dough. None but an iron 
kettle would answer, as the petals must de 
turned to ebony color. When the cooking had 
accomplished this result the paste was broken 
into shape. Each little globe, having been rolled 
between the palms of the hands into spherical 


form, was carefully pierced with a large pin 


and impaled on a clean board to dry. After 
several days the dainty; sweet smelling beads 
were polished by being rubbed again between 
the palms, slightly moistened with oll. In 
stringing them, gold, silver, or jeweled beads 
are frequently alternated with the rose beads. 
The owners always kept their necklaces in 
covered boxes while not wearing them, that the 
exquisite odor might not escape.

$10,000 on the 6,100 wales of spot bought. 

The result of the tax, therefore, it is pointed out, 
could only be that pot cotton would have to be 
bought at fo cheap a price that it woauid not need 


a hedge, ana also that the ability of capital to 


handle it would be less than one-third of its ca- 
pacity at present.

ON NEW YORK MART 


Stocks Become Reactionary 
After Irregular Drift of 
Previous Session. 


MOVEMENT IS NARROW. 


Trading Small in Volume; Dull 
in Late Hours; Mexican Sit-.

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BANKERS MAKE TAX PROTEST 


Say High Assessments Prevent 
Competition with Gotham. 


OFFICIALS RESIST THE PLEA. 


City and County Attorneys Insist Val- 
uations Are Fair. : 
* 


Complaint was lodged with the board ot re- 
view yesterday dy a committee of bankers 
that banks of Chicago are placed at a dis- 
advantage in competing with New York 
financial institutions because of excessive 
local tax assessments They asked the same 
consideration given mercantile establish- 
ments. by 

Attorneys for the county and city resisted 
the suggestion of the bankers that their as- 
sessments be reduced. The reviewers took 
the issue under advisement. Briefs will be 


. submitted by both sides. 


Object to “Double r — 

Particular objection was made by the 
bankers to double assessments of real-estate 
held by the banks but operated by auxiliary 
corporations. It also was complained that 
the increase this year of nearly ten per cent 
on the personal property of the banks was 
out of all proportion to the assessment of 
other business institutions. 

All of the banks were represented at the 
conference. Noble B. Judah of the Northern 
Trust company acted as spokesman. 

Every one knows,” he said, What a 
bank's value is. It is assessed up to the 
cent on its valuation. We usually have e- 
cured reductions before the board of reyiew 
because we are taxed more stringently than 
any other class of business. We should be 
allowed to have our assessments reduced 
from ten to twenty per cent, figuring on what 
our property would bring at a sale.“ : 


City Resists Plea. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Hornstein 
held the reviewers were not authorised to 
pass on deducting from the banks’ assepe- 
ments the value of real estate held by/other 
corporations for the bank. The bankers pro- 
tested this custom was not practiced by any 
reputable bank. 

Assistant County Attorney Struckman in- 
sisted the capital stock of the banks should be 
assessed the same as any other money. He 
contended all of the banks’ assets should pe 


| taxed. 


“Only the deposits should be deducted,” he 
said.

WHO BOUGHT IRRIGATION BONDS 
Continental and Commercial Trust 


Brings Foreclorure Proceedings to 
Collect $3,200,000. 


Foreclosure proceedings against the Den- 
ver Reservoir and Irrigation company for 
$3,200,000 were begun yesterday in the United 
State district court by the Continental and 
Commercial Trust and Savings bank. 

The Denver Reservoir and Irrigation com- 
pany was organized in 1907 and bonds were 
sold to 4,660 persons throughout the country. 
They. were to bear six per cent interest each 
year after 1910. The Continental and Com- 
mercial Trust and Savings bank was chosen 
by the bondholders to act as their trustee. 

No interest was paid on the bonds in 1910, 
1911, or 1912.

This year the company was 
also unable to pay. .

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ALDERMEN URGE - 
CLEAN BREAD LAW 


Demand Protection of Loaves 
from Contamination in 
Transit to Consumers. 


OBJECT TO WRAPPINGS. 


Declare It Impractical and Pro- 
pose Regulations for Care of 
Bakery Goods. 


Protection of bread from contamination 
during its travels from the oven to the con- 
sumer was demanded yesterday by a sub- 
committee of the city council committee on 
health, headed by Ald. George Pretzel. 

The subcommittee had spent several months 
studying its subject and found the plan to 
require the wrapping of all bread would be 
impractical It recommended a substitute 
im the form of a general ordinance prescrib- 
ing several regulations for the handling of 
bakery goods. 

The wrapping plan was found impractical 
because of the thirty different shaped loaves, 
the lack of a machine to do the work, the 
expense of wrapping by hand, the deleterious 
effect of wrapping hot bread, and because 
wrapped bread can be obtained now when 
customers elect to buy it. 


Here Are Proposed Rules. 
The regulations proposed by Ald. Pretzel 
include the following provisions: 

After their removal from the oven bakery 
goods shall be placed and kept in racks at least 
two feet above the floor. 

Drivers of bakery wagons shall not be per- 
mitted te handle horses pulling the wagons 
until wagons are ready to start. 

Employers must furnish drivers clean gloves 
and drivers shall be obliged to wear them when 
handling bakery goods. Refusal to furnish 
such gloves to drivera‘shall subject an employer 
to a penalty, and refusal to wear them while 
handling bakery goods shall make the driver 
liable, 

Unwrapped bakery goods must be placed and 
displayed.in such a manner by merchants as 
to prevent their being handled by the public 
and covered in such a way as to keep fies and 
vermin from them. 

Cleanliness of drivers and sanitary conditions 
in places of business shall be compulsory. 


Report Next Monday. 

These are the provisions the corporation 
counsel was asked to include in an ordinance 
for presentation to the council after vaca- 
tion. The request was put in the form of 
an order recommended for passage by the 
council. It will be reported in next Monday, 
and unless arrangements are made for a 
meeting a week later immediate approval 
will be aaked by Chairman Willis O. Nance. 

The only question raised in connection with 
the regulations was whether or not the pro- 
vision for displaying bakery goods under 
cover might not work a hardship on small 
storekeepers with limited showcases. Ald. 
Pretzel explained a screen cover would an- 
swer the proposed requirement.
